Writing 
to the London Times in 1876, Carlyle 
draws a vivid picture of the confusion 
following upon the spread of the ma- 
terialistic interpretation of evolution. 

“Ah! it is a sad and terrible thing,” 
he writes, “to see nigh a whole gener- 
ation of men and women professing to 
be cultivated, looking around in pur- 
blind fashion and finding no God in 
this universe. I suppose it ia a reac- 
tion from the reign of cant and hollow 
pretense, professing to believe what 
in fact they do not, and this is what 
we have got; all things from frog 
spawn; the gospel of dirt the order of 
the day. The older I grow—and I 
now stand on the brink of eternity— 
the more comes back to me the sen- 
tence in the Catechism which I learn- 
ed when a child, and the fuller and 
deeper its meaning becomes: ‘What is 
the great end of men? To glorify 
God and enjoy Him forever!’ No gos- 
pel of dirt, teaching that men have 
descended from frogs through mon- 
keys can ever set that aside.” 

In the light of these facts one se- 
cures a clearer insight into the cir- 
cumstances which aroused such intense 
opposition among religious leaders to 
the theory of evolution. Vast multi- 
tudes of Christian people who felt they 
knew of a personal God and had direct 
personal relations with Him and who 
knew of the freedom of their own will 
with an experimental certainty that 
transcended the inferences of the 
scientist, felt instinctively there must 
be something awry with a theory | 
which demanded as a requisite for its | 
acceptance the abandonment of these 
intimate personal convictions of the 
Christian faith.

From Brazil comes this telegraph item: “Extreme pre- 
cautions were taken today to safeguard the life of Dr. Getulio 
Vargas, proceeding to Cuidad, Sao Paulo and Rio de Janeiro 
to assume contro! of the Brazilian Government.” 

From Sofia, Bulgaria, comes the report that protest dem- 
onstrations were being prepared against the arrival of the 
new Queen Giovanna. 

Mayor Walker, of New York, very popular in many 
respects, is very tired of his job because of the impossibility 
to please all groups, and because of the annoyance which is 
provided for him by many. 

Who can believe that President Hoover has as much 
peace of mind and sleeps with such tranquility as the average 
laboring man who has only his own little castle and its dear 
little inhabitants to think about? 

Many pastors have considerable concern at this time 
owing to the reduced revenue, inadequate to meet the budget 
prepared at the beginning of the year, and owing to the many 
poor who will knock at their door this winter.

How well this American aborigine 
expresses the argument of St. Paul, 
that from visible things of the world 
we can rise to the knowledge of the 
existence of an invisible Creator of 
the universe’?
